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INTRODUC"TION

Historically. the agriculture. forestry. ancl seafoocl inclustries have playecl an

essential ancl vital role in supporting troth the rurral ancl urtran populations of North

Carolina. In recent years. all of these inclustries have experiencecl severe financial

set$acks ancl instability clue to inclenrent weather. inflation. recluction in foreign exports,

ancl other unavoiclable circumslances. In orcler to insute that the agriculture, forestry,

ancl seafoocl inclustries mainlain their ability to procluce for future needs, the 1983 General

Assembty enacted HB ll69 (Chapler 915. 1983 Session [^aws) crcating the Agriculture.

For-estry. ancl Seafoocl Awareness Stucly Comnrission. The Commission was successful in 1983

through 1985 in its l'indings and rec:onrnrenclations fbr the agriculture, forestry and seafood

inclustries. Basecl on this success. the 1985 General Assembly perrnanently established the

Agriculture. Forestry. ancl Seafood Awareness Stucly Commission in the law (Chapter 792, 1985

Session Laws). so it coulcl conlinue to stucly these three induslries (See Appendix A for

legislation). The nra.ior purpose of the Commission continues to be focusing public

attcnlion on the inrportarrce of these three inclustries to North Carolina's economy.

Conrmission's Charge

The charge to the Commission lry the General Assenrbly cr:ntains the following difections

for sturlying the agricullure. ltrrestry. ancl seafood inclustries:

l. Stucly the influence of these inclustries on the economy of the State.

2. Develop alternatives for increasing the putrlic awareness of these industries.

3. Stucly the presenl slalus of the three industries'

tclentily fhc prrobtenrs linritirrg tlre fulure growth of these inclustries.

Develop an awateness of the importance of science and technological clevelopment

to the l'uture of these intluslries.

6. Formulate plans for nerv Stale initiatives artcl suppot't lor the three inclustries.

These clirerctions lirrnt lhe lounclation of lhe Agriculturc. Forestry,'. ancl Seafoocl Awareness

Study Commission's review o[ lhese inclustries ancl sen'e as a lrasis for its final

fecomnlen(latirxts.

Clrairman of the House Agriculture Committee (See Appendix B for membership list).

'fechnical Aclviso_ry Committee

The legislation for the Agricullur.e. Forestry ancl Seafoocl Awareness Stucly Commission
authorizes it to appoint a Technical Advisory Conrnritlee. Members of the Conrrnittee are frorn
the various organiz.ations. commodity groups. associations, and cornpanies representing
agricultule. lirrestry. and sealb<xl. 'lhe purpose ol'the 'lechnical Advisory Committee is to
rencler technical aclvice ancl assistance to the Commission (See Appendix C for membership
list ).



PROCEEDINGS

'l'he sixteen-memSer Agricuttr-rre ancl Forestry Awareness Study Commission helcl its first

meeting on FeSruary 4. 1988 ancl was organizecl uncler the leaclership of Representative Vernon

G. James of pasqugiank Cournty ancl Senator James D. Speecl of Franklin County. At this

meeting. rhe Commission cleciclecl it woulcl not stucly the seafoocl industry because the General

Assenrbly hacl aulhorizecl a separate Seafbocl Stucly Conrntission to consicler the problems and

needs of the sealbocl industrY.

The Commission then reviewecl the findings ancl recommenclations in its January 1987

report t' t5e General Assernbly. Many of the Commission's recommendations were consiclered

and enacted try fhe 1987 General Assenrbly. Based on this sLlccess during the previous

sessions. t5c Cgnrmissiqn agreecl to conlinr"re pinpointing prolrlems and cleveloping an

awareness ol't5e irlpsrtarrce of tlre agriculture and fbrestry inclustries to the econonry of

North Carglina. 'I'he Comntission also agreecl that there was still a neecl for new State

initiatives to assist these lwo inclustries.

At its March 4. 1988 meeting. the Comnrission votecl to appoint the Technical Aclvisory

Comnrissitln to assist tlrenr in their cletitrerations. 'I'he Commission then heard reports on the

Consowation provision of the 1985 Farm Bill fi'om the U.S. Department of Agriculture's

Agricultural Stabilization and Consewation Service and Soil Consewalion Service.

Concerns were raisecl atrout lhe N. C. Departrnent of Revenue's interpretation that lancl pttt

in to grass via the Conseryation Reserue prograrn clicl not qualify for agricultural use value

taxation. I'he Conrmission passecl a resolution urging the Department of Revenue to

recqnsider its interpl'etation. "l'his issue was later resolvecl clurirrg the 1988 Session of

tlte Geueral AssernblY.

Mr. Jim Cunrnrings with the Division of Soil ancl Water Conservation. Department of

Nalural Resources elrcl Cornrnunil.v Developnrent. then gave a status report on the North

Carolina Agricullrrr.al Cost Share Prograrn lor Norr-poirtt Source Pollution Control. He stated

the prsgraln was treing successl'ully irnptlenrenlecl in fifty-six counties. Statewide

inrpienrintati<ln ol't5e program woultl cost $10 million a year. A report then followecl on the

Fgrestry t\4arketing prograrlr ancl Forestl'y Besl Management Practices program. The Commission

cgncludecl its nreeting with a report llrrnt Conrnrissioner Jinr Graham of the Department of

Agricr"rlture on agricultural tlevelo;rrttcnl ;rro"iecls.



'l"he Conrnrission's thircl meeliltg was held in Elizabelh City. Norlh Cat,olina on

April l8 antl 19, 1988. 'l'he;rriltraly f<rcus of the nreetirtg was nrarketing of agricultural
proclucts. I\4r. Wayne lr4iller. Director of the Division of Marketing in the Department of
Agricultr-rre. gave a report ol'the major activities of his Dvision including the Flavors of
Carolina progmm and the Gooclness Grows in North Carolina prograrn. A slide pres€ntation

was shown highlighting all ol'lhe Marketing Division's prograrns. Following the rnarketing

presentation. a putrlic nreeting was helcl to hear cornnr€nts from the public on the neecls and

prolrlenrs of farmers in Norlheaslern North Carolina. On April 19. f988, the Commission

viewed an exanrple of a lresl rlranagemcnt praclice funclecl through the Agricultural Cost Share

pr()gratn.

The Commission's fourth nreeting was helcl on September 16. 1988, after the tg88 Session

of the General Assenrbly. Conrnrittee staff' proviclecl the Cornmission with an update on

legislation enactecl and appropriations nrade cluring the 1988 Session. ln aclclition, the

Conrmission hearcl reports flunr the Rural Economic Development Center ancl the North Carolina
Contmission on Jobs ancl Econonric Growth. 'l'he Commission requested that the Departments of
Agriculture. Natural Resources ancl Conrmunity Development, and the School of Agriculture ancl

Life Sciences at Norlh Carolina Stale University provicle tlre Conrnrission with a list of
their lruclget priorities nncl reconrnrenclations lbr the 1989 General Assembly.

While the Agriculture ancl Folestry Awarcness Str"rcly Commission was meeting. its
Technical Aclvisory Comrnittee (.I'AC). uncler the chairmanship of M. Edmuncl Aycock. began

holcling its own nreethrgs. The'l'AC nret lhrce tinres cluring 1988 to clevelop findings and

recommenclations for tlre Commission.

At its Novenrtrer 16. l9tt8. meeting the Agriculture ancl Forestry Awareness Stucly

Commission reviewed tlre reconrnrenclations of the Departments and the Technical Advisory

Conrmittee for filral consideralion. In acltlition. Ms. Paula Guptin of the North Carolina

Farm Bureau spoke on the harassnrent farnrers werc receiving fl'onr tlre Farnrworkers l*gal
Service of Norlh Carolilra relating to claims by rnigranl farnr workers. The Commission voted

Io selrcl a letter to the North Carolina Congressional clelegation expressing their concerns

aboul lhe Farnrworkers l,egal Services.



As a result of the Conrmission having many representatives of the agriculture ancl

lorestry inctustricrs present inlirrnration concerning the status of each inclustry and with

assistance fi'om its'l'echnical Aclvisory Comnriltee. the Commission acloptecl its final report

t6 tfte 1989 General Assenrbly on December 8. 1988. The Commission's finclings and

recomnrenclations. includecl in this report. fall into six categories which affect both the

agriculturre ancl loreslry inclustries. These six categories are Marketing. Research,

Eclucation, Environnrent. Regulations ancl Forest Resource Protection. The Commission

6elieves these six categories represenl lhe nra.ior areas of'concern for the Agriculture ancl

F<lrestry inclustries. ancl the irrtent ol'these finclings and recommenclations is to ensure that

these two vital inclustries can continue ancl increase their contribution to the North

Carolina econonry.

MARKETING

Increasecl and improvecl marketing of North Carolina agricultural and forestry products

has been a top priority of the Agriculture ancl Forestry Awareness Sttrcly Commission since

its inception in 1983. The findings ancl recomnrenclations which follow are a continuation of
tSis Comnrission's efforts to inrlrrove the marketing of all agricultural and forestry

proclucts.

Finclings:

l. Both the agriculture ancl frrrestry inclustries have protrlems with marketing their
proclucts because the necessary resoLrrces and/or infiastructurc for extensive

marketing is nol always availatrle.

2. A charrging ancl rapiclly cliversilying agricr"rllural economy has created new

challenges ancl otrrportunilies to expancl existing nrarkels or clevelop new markets

Ibr Norlh Carolina agricultural ancl lbrestry proclucts.

3. Maintaining effective gracles. standarcls ancl other measures of procluct quality is
irnportant in comnrunicating lhe value nf agricultural ancl forestry products to

the consunrer.

4. More agricultural arrcl loreslry proclr-rct processing facilities are neeclecl in Norlh

Carolina to increase the adcled value of North Carolina conrmodities.



5. The true economic value ol'agricullure lo lhe North Carolina economy is not

knttrvn.

6. More cooperatives are neecled for the nrarketing of some agricultural products.

7. Aelequate colcl storage anrl cooling facilities are important to ensure the quality

of nrany agricultural prtxh-rcts.

8. Current lat'reling laws allorv for nrisrepresentation of procluct ingreclients. ,A,ll

products should be ;rnr;rerly labelecl, brrl labels slroulcl not be requirecl to

inclucle everylhing usecl on agricultural crops.

Reconrmenclalions:

l. The Conrnrissiolr t'ecomnren(ls increasirrg the pronrolion of North Carolina agricultural
ancl forestry ;rroclucts rralionally antl inlernationally. In aclclition. the

C<lrnmission recommencls increasecl luncling fbr State agencies with marketing
programs fbr agriculture and foreslry. inclucling $2.5 nrillion for the 1989-91

trienniun'r to expancl the tlonreslic and international marketing programs of
agricultural prtxlucts by the N.C. Deparlment of Agriculture.

2. Since all the programs o[ the De;rarlnrent of Agriculture provide clirect and

indirecl benefils to the marketing of agricurltural ;rroducts, the Commission
reconrnrencls that the General Assemlrly support the Departnrent of Agriculture's

expansion ancl capital reqrrests lbr the l9tl9-91 tsienniunr. T'he Department is

reqrresting $26.4 nrillion lirr operating expansiort ancl $75.5 nrillion for capital

ilnprovenrenls.

3. 'I'he Commission rccomntcn(ls that the General Assembly continue to increase funding

fur inrprovenrenls to the highway syslem.

4. The Comntission recolnnrcncls that the General Assenrtrly continue to increase support

f<rr capital improvenrcnls lo the State Ports' lacilities lry appropl'iating

$.140.000 to the Departnrcnt of NalLrral Resources ancl Contnlunity Development for
two feasitrility str"rdies to stutly irrr;:rnx,enrenls l(, tlre Wilnring{on Port's harbor.



5. Tlre Conrnrission reconrnrencls lhat lhe General Assernbly estatrlish incentives for new
and existitrg agricultural arrd lorest procluct plocessing firnrs.

6. The Commission recomnrencls firnding for research to cletermine the true value of
agriculture to thcr North Carolina ec:onomy.

7. The Conrmission recommencls that the General Assemlrly establish a lrgislative Stucly
Commission on the markeling of all North Carolina conrnrodities.

RESEARCH

Agricultural ancl forestry research is another vital element in the clevelopment and
inrprovenrcnl of these two ilrtluslries. The Agriculture ancl Forestry Awareness Study
Conrnrissiorr bclievrrs incrcasecl ellblts in resealch will insure that North Carolina maintains
and increases ils competitive edge irr agriculture ancl forestry.

Finclings:

t. North Carolina's comparative aclvantage in agricr,rllural ancl forestry production
and nrarkeling with olher regions arrcl countries is highly clepenclent upon a strong
researclr lrase ancl lhe tinrely rlelivery o[ researclr basecl technology to the
proclucer arrcl nrarkeling lirnr.

'l'he ever-changing stalLrs of agricultural ancl forestry technology requires
consistent public supporl for agricr"rllure ancl lbrestry fielcl research to assist
lhrmers in im;rroving nel larm inconre arrcl providing qLrality products for
c()nsumefs.

3. lmproved posl-haruest nrantrgement will increase the market value of North
Carolina's agricul l ural cornnrocli t ies.

way to increase tltis awareness.

REGULATIONS

Regulation ol'thc agriculture and foreslry inclustries has a big inrpact on the

activities of the two inclustries. ln sonre cases. these regulations can be a burden to

these inclustries: therelbre. lhe Comntission nrakes the fbllowilrg finclings ancl

recommen(lations lo ease sonre ol-the regulattlry lrurclens.

Finclirrgs:

Migrarrt labor laws ancl regulalions are enforcecl lry four State agencies with
clifferenl slanclarcls which ate confusing to farnrers who try to obey the law.

Farnrerrs arer alwa,vs involved in making clecisions on statewi(le policies. which have

an el'fect on their business.

Recontmenclalions:

l. T'he Conrnrission recomnrencls that the Chairrrren of the House ancl Senate Agricr-rlture

Conrnrittees appoirrt a special joint sutrconrmittee cluring the 1989 Session to study
all laws. rules. arrcl regulations relatecl to migrant laws and make

reconrmenclations on horv to inrprove the laws ancl nrake thent less burclensome for
farmers.

2. T'he C<lmmission reconrnrencls that praclicing farnrers be inclucled on any boarcl.

conrnrission. or cornrnittee which reviews Stale policies affecting agri-business (o

insure lhe needs and plobleinrs ol' larnrers are considerecl.

T'he Agricr-rlture and Foreslry Awareness Stucly Comnrission recognizes that the forestry
incluslry has urrique resourre prolectirut prol'rlems ancl needs. The following finclings ancl

reconrnrenclalions largel lhese special needs of the forestry intlustry.

l. Foresl lires. nalural clisasters. insects. ancl cliseases all prose threats to our
State's lbrest rt'.soLrrces arrcl tlre pleservaiion of those lesources.

Members shall be appointed for two-year terms beginning October 1 of

each odd-numbered year. The cochairmen of the Commission shall be the
chairmen of the Senate and House Agriculture Conmittees respectively.(l-985, c.
